in the County of Londonderry, and thetr Complices had in the Counties of Monaghan , Antrim. 
Downe, 1 yrone and Londonderry, and other places appeared in Armes againft bis Mafeſties Au- 
thozity, andſeverall ok them committed Yurders, Burglaries, Kobberies and Stealthes, bebdee 
dibers other Out ⸗rages to the terro2 and annoyance of pis Majedtes Lopall and good Subjecs, 
and to the dilurbante of the Peate ok the Kingdom; Upon which mildemeanczs and crimys be- 
ing purſued by ſome of His Majeſties good Subjects, alicted by ſome of Þis Majcſties Army, thep 
the (aid perſons and their complices were fled to the Tools, and Mountaines where they (ood up-- 
on their Reeping, lo as thep were not anſwerable to law, but wilkull contemners of the lame: And 
whereas by Pꝛoclamation iſſued by the late Lozo Deputy and Council, dated the third dap of June 
1668. foz the reaſons in the ſaid Pzoclamation expꝛeũed, the (aid ſeberall perſons were charged 
and commandev upon their duties of allegiance to Þis Yajeſtp, that thep and everp of them, tout 
betoze the 24th bap of June afozeſaiv, render their perſons ts any of Þis Majedies Juſtices of 
Peace, and ſubmit themſelves to his MWajelties Juſtice to be tryed foz their offences accozding to the 
tawes of the land, and that if they, oꝛ any of them (ould faile therein, it was by the laid Pzocla- 
mation publicd and declared, that he oz they lo failing, and ſuch as ſhould accompany and adhere 
to them after the publication of the ſaid Pzoclamation, and everpof them were from and immedi⸗ 
atcly after the ſaid 24th day of June afozeſaid, to be called, reputed and taken foz notozious Rebells 
and Traytozs againſt Þis Majeup, and accozdingly to be pzoſecuted by all Þis Majeſties loving 
Subjecas in all hoſtile manner; And it was declared further that whatſoever perſon oz . perſons 
would comkoꝛt releive oz abett them, oꝛ any of them, o2 any of their confederates oz adherents, thep 
were and ſhould be reputed, deemed and adjudged Traytozs in like — — with the afozenamed 
Traptozs and Rebells themſelves 3 And the Lozd Deputy and Council did by the laid Pꝛoclamati- 
un in Þis Majeſties name ſtraigbtly charge and command all Þis Ma jeſties lopall Subjens upon 
their buty ot allegiance to his Majeſty, not onely to foꝛbeare to receive oz releive the laid perſons, 
02 any of them, oꝛ anp ot their confederates 02 adherents, but alſo to make diligent ſearch and in- 
quirie in what place 02 places the (aid perſons oꝛ their Confederates ſhould from time to time lurke 
02 be releived, and by all means podible to pꝛoletute, apprehend and take the bobies of them and 
their adherents, and them to bzing, oz cauſe to be bought under ſafe cuſtodie unto the Þigh Sheriffs 
of the reſpective Counties where any of them ould be appzebended, to be by ſuch Sheriffs kept in 
fric and ſafe cuſtody till the laid Loꝛd Deputy and Councill upon notice thereof ſhould give further 
Direction concerning them, oꝛ the laid perſuns reſiſting and refuſing to be taken to kill them oz any 
of them, And it was by the laid Pzoclamarion declared that whoſoever could after the (aid 24th dap 
of June afozeſaid bing unto any Sheriff the body of any of the ſaid perſons alive, oz kill any of 
then, and bzing bis head to the Sheriff of the County where he chould be killed, to ve dy any loch 
Sheriff ſet up in ſome publick place in that County ould have foz2 bis reward foz each perſon ſo 
bzought in 02 bis head Ten pounds to be paid him byſuch Sheriff, and to be allowed to ſuch Sheriff 
upon his Accompt to be rendered in his Dajeſties Court of Exchequer, and that whoſoever of the 
complices of the ſaid pzoclaimed perſons (ould after the (aid 24k dap of June afozeſaid appꝛebend 
02 kill as afozeſatd anp of the ſaid Rebells and Traptozs particularly named, be Gould together 


with tbe (aid reward receive his parbon. 
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And whercas our berp good Lozd William Loꝛd Uice-count Charlemont by autbozity from the late 
Loꝛd Lieutenant and Councill did rake into Þis Bajeſties pzotection Bryan 6 Cane which we con- 
ceive to be the ſaib ryan Roe 6 Cahan named in the laid Pꝛotlamation ; Tec do reenfozce the ſaid 
Pꝛocla mation, as to all the ſaid pzoclaimed perſons, extepting the ſaid Bryan 6 Cane, pꝛoteued by 
the ſaid Lozd Uiice-count Chailemcnt, and excepting Toole Ballagh mat Donne)! who is fince dead, 
Bryan mac Donnell Carragh mat Cawell who is ünte killed, Gory © Cahan who is in pꝛiſon at Dun- 
gannon, and Robert Hamijten who hath been ſince hanged ; And we do further declare that whereas 
the reward mentioned inthe laid Pzoclamation was Ten pounds foz everp of the ſaid perſons to 
be bzought in 92 kil'd as afozelaid ; Now it is our pleaſure, and wee do herebp publip and declare 
that in fiead of the laid Ten pounds, the reward ſþall be Twenty pounds. And whereas we are now 
infozmed that Kedagh Backa © Hart of the Countp of Shgoe , Patrick Cambell of the Cgunty of 
Mayo, Edmond mat Gwire, Connor mat Loghlio, James © Farrell, Cormock 6 Canane alias & Coonan, 
Randall mac Donell of the Countp of Leitrim, and Oliver Erannagh and Shane mat Gragh are Tozies 
that Robb ſpople and-annop bis Majeſties good Subjecs, wee do hereby charge and command them 
upon their duty of Allegiance to Þis Majedp, that thep and eberp of them do befoze the 24th dap of 
May next render their perſons to any of is Majellies Juſtices of Peace, and ſubmit themſelves 
to his Ma jelſlies Juſtice to be trped foz their offences, accozbing to the lawes of the land, wherein 
if they oꝛ any of them (all faile, wee do hereby publich and declare that he oz thep ſo faileing, and 
ſuch as ſhall accompanp, and adhere to them after the publication of this pzoclamarion, and every: 
el them are krom and mninciiately alter the (aid 24th dap of May to be called, reputed and taken lo: 
notozious Relells and Trayt92s againſt pis Fajeliy, and accozvingly to be pzofecuted by all Þis 
Majelties loving and good Subjcus in all hoſtile manner; And wee declare further that whatſoever 
perſen oz perlons (all comfort releibe ez abert them, oz any of them, oꝛ any cf their confeberates 02 
anherents, thep are any ſhall be reputed, deemed and adjudged Trayto2s in like degree with the 
at enamcy Traytors ans Rehells themſeltes z And we bo in pis Pajeſties name fraightly charge 
and command all is Paäjelltes lopall Subjeas upon their vuty of allegiance to Þis Majeſty, 
not enclp 10 fozbeare to reeetve oz reletve them the laid Kedagh Backa 6 Hart Patrick Cambel! 
dmond mat Cwire, Connor mat Leghlin, James 6 Farrell, Councck © Cunan alias © Coonan, 
Randa! mat Donell, Oliver Erannagh and Shane Mat Gragh oz any of them, oz any of their confede- 
"ates 02 abherents, but allo to make biligent (earch and 1nguirte in what place oz places they 
{ie all lad namcy perlons £2 their Conleucrates thall from time to time lurke oz be releived, and 
CY git means poſſible to proſecute, apprehend and take the bodies of them and their adherents, 
£2 them to being, oz cauſe to be brought under fate tuſtodie unto the Þigh Sheriffs of the reſpeatve 
Eeunties Where any of them thail be appꝛehended, to be by luch Sheriffs kept in urid and fats 
culivhp tilt Wee upon notice thereof ſhalt give further direnten concerning them , oz retüipg 62 
rcfutng to be taken to kill them b: any of them, And wee do hereby declared that whoſcever 
fall after the laid 24th bay of May next being unto any Sheriff the body of the laid Kedogh Bucka o 
Hart, Patrick Cambell, Edmond mat Gwite, Connor mat Loghlin, James © Farrell, Cormack 6 Curan 
alias 0 Coonan, Randall mac DonelJ,, Oliver Brannagh and Shane mat Gragh, v2 anp of them alive, 
bz kill any of them, and bzing his head to the Sheriff of the County where he fall be kilted. 
(to be by ſuch Sheriff let up in lome publick place in that County ) ſhall have foz bis reward los 
cach perſon ſo bzotight in oz his heab Twenty pounds and whoſocver of the complices of ihe 
laid pzoclaimed perſons fall after the ſaid 24:1: dap of May next appzebend oz kiil as afuzeſaiy 
any of the ſaid Rebells and Traptozs particularly named, be tall together with the (aid reward 
receive his pardon. 

And whercas by the laid fuzmer Pꝛoclamation the Sheriff was to pay the laid Reward of 
Ten pounds mentioned in the laid foziner Pꝛoclamation; Now to make the payment mezc 
certain and ſpeedie to the perſons delerveing it, wee do hereby declare that the Twenty 
pounds hereby pꝛomiled as a Reward foz bzinging in oz killing any of the laid kozmerlp 
declared Rebells, oz any of the now declared Rebells fall be paid in manner following, 
viz, Foz luch of the laid Rebells as (hall be brought in oz killed in the Pꝛovince of 
Ulſter that the ſame ſhall be paid by our very good Lozds the Earl of Donegall, oz the 
Lo2d Uice-Count Charlemont , he 02 they farſt reteibing Certificate under the hand of the 
Sheriff of the County where the ſaid Service ſhall be perfozmed, certifying the Service per⸗ 
ſvzmed and by whom, and when, And foz ſuch of the laid Rebells as Gall be bzought in 
o: killed in the Pꝛobinte of Connaght that the lame hall be paid by our bery good Loꝛd 
the Lo2d Kingſton Lozd Pꝛeüdent of Ccnnaght, upon Certificate as afozeſaid under the hand 
of the Sheriff of the County where the ſervice (hall be perfozmed , certifying the ſervice 
merfozmed and by whom, and when, and the monies fo to be idued by the ſaid Earl of 
Doncga'l 02 Lozd Clice-Count Char!cmont, o2 Lo2D Kingſton (hall be repaid unto them out of 
IÞis Baijcſtics Treaſure, foz payment whereof wee ſhall give Warrant as ottauon Hall require, 
And towards the ſpecby effecting of this lervice, all Commanders and Officers of Þozſe and Foote, 
and all other his Majeſtics Officers and Loving Subjects are to be aiding and allicing as they and 
every of them will anſwer the contrary at their perils,
